Above Glendoita 
Nears Completion 


Glendora Press: The Big Dalton 


flood control dam, now well on the 
way to completion, was viewed by- 
sixty-five interested Glendorans re- 
cently thru arrangements made with 
Chief Engineer E. C. Eaton by the 
Glendora chamber of commerce. 


Following* a generous luncheon 


served by the Anderson company, in 
the mess hall at the site, the large 
group was directed on the sight-sec- 
ing trip by Mr. Eaton. It was the 
first-visit to the new dam for many 
of those present. 


For the exception of a new grav- 


ity section, now being put in the 
dam where it ties in with the moun- 
tain on the east end, the big struc- 
ture is practically completed. Tnis 
new section has effected a change in 
the plans for the dam and was thot 
desirable because of the unsatisfac- 
tory rock structure at this point. A 
gravity section has already been put 
in on the western end of the clam. 


Mr. Eaton told those present that 


the dam will be safe beyond the 
question of a doubt, the gravity sec- 
tions being put in for the very pur- 
pose of making it safe. The original 
cost set forth for the dam was $550,- 
000, but it is estimated now that the 
completed dam will cost about $1,- 
200,000.

Pasadena s Water Problem— 


(Los Angeles Times): Pasadena urgently needs an addi- 


tional water supply, and to get it she purposes to. erect a dam 
and reservoir in Pine canyon, below the San Gabriel dam, 
to store in it surnlus flood waters of the San Gabriel river, 
provided a bond issue for the purpose is approved by the 
voters of that city on June 18. It is not the province of Los 
Angeles or any other community to attempt to dictate how 
Pasadena shall spend her money; but there is grave doubt 
whether Pasadena will get additional water by this move, 
or merely a long-drawn-out and expensive lawsuit, which may 
not be decided within the ten years it will take to bring Colo- 
:V fado river water to this basin and end the domestic water 
^difficulties of Pasadena and ether communities, members of 


the Metropolitan Water district. 


The only certainty in the situation is that the San Gab- 


riel valley communities, aggregating some 600,000 population, 
will fight the claims of Pasadena tooth and nail, and that 
so long as they maintain this attitude little water from the 
San Gabriel is likely to flow into the Pasadena mains. The 
only flow will be from the treasuries of all the communities 
involved, into the pockets of lawyers and in payment of 
court costs. 


A generation and a half ago, when southern California 


was much newer, three-fourths of all litigation was over the 


..subject of water rights. These long and fruitless battles led 


finally to the discovery that water suits are practically end- 
less, that they are ruinously • expensive, that they seldom 
result decisively, and that they are, in general, the worst way 
'in the world of obtaining water. For the past twenty years 
there has been little water litigation; and no one who has a 
recollection of the times when there was, in anxious to see it 
start up again. 


Pasadena is one of the largest and finest of southern Cali- 


fornia communities. She is entitled to her share of the local 
water supply; no one can dispute that; but not to the share 
of any one else. Impounding the surplus flow of the San 
Gabriel, in the view of that valley's residents, would be taking 
water that belong to others. It becomes a question of equit- 
able division, not of grabbing nor of bootless quarreling in 
the courts. 
. 


Such a division probably could be worked out by agree- 


ment thru the Metropolitan Water district, which now in- 
cludes, or will, include, all the principal water-using communi- 


- HePiu- the basin. From such a division, it is probable that 


Pasadena would be able to obtain enough water to supply . 
her for some years to come, until the Colorado supply is 
available. 


Such a division, of course, could not include any Owens 


valley water, which is not a part of the Los Angeles basin's 
normal supply, but would be limited to local water, surface 
or subterranean. 
This matter deserves more investigation than appears 


to have been given to it.

Fruit Fly Menace 
Explained by Ryan 


(Continued from page 1) 


ate to their fullest ability with the 
federal, state and county inspectors 
in keeping out diseases, insects or 
other animal pests that are a menace 
to our agriculture. 


The fly was found in Florida by 


Nursery Inspector J. C. Goodwin of 
lie Florida state plant board in 
rtipefruit taken from the United 
states department of agriculture's 
est grove at Orlando to his home 
or table use. It is believed that the 
iest has been in that state for two 
r possibly more years. This brings 
ome the need for all California 
ieople directly or indirectly inter- 
sted in agriculture to be on the 
lokout for infestations of the fly 
n our fruit localities. 


The adult fly is slightly smaller 


han a house fly, and is strikingly 
leautiful, is of the same general 
hape, except that the abdomen ends 
n a sharp point. The general color 
s yellowish, with beautiful black 
ind white markings on the raised 
ounded thorax. At first glancj, the 
nost 
characteristic

would, probably bo noticed by the 
iverage grower, and which would 
quickly distinguish this species from 
he common house fly, is the pecul- 
arly byyled wings, which arc part- 
y transparent, and each one marked 
vith four irregular yellowish-brown

•rossing it. The whole body is more | 
or less hairy, and the adult carries 
.ts wings in a peculiar drooping 
nanner. The eyes are dark purplish, 
ind the legs are dull yellow. The 
ly is restless, runs actively over 
the surface of the fruit and "foliage 
ind has a peculiar habit of almost 
continually preening its wings. 


The larva or maggot, when first 


latched from the eg, is about 1 mm. 
ong but increases in size to from 
7-8 mm. long when full grown. Each 
"arva passes thru three well defined 
nstars. 
While normally white in 


;olor, it may appear creamy yellow, 
)ink, or with colorations of red or 
)lack, according to the nature of 
ts food, which shows thru the semi- 
ransparent body walls. 


Some of the more common host 


'ruits of the fly are all varieties of 
itrus, excepting lemons and limes, 
ho it has been found in the sweet 
emon and Eaugphor lime, avocados, 
langos, peaches, apricots, 'apples, 
>ears, kumquats, bananas, loquats, 
lersimmons, grapes, plums, guavas, 
Igs and quince. The preferred vege- 
able hosts are tomatoes, egg plants, 
jeans, peppers and squa,sh. Cotton 
jolls are also attacked. There are 
other fruit and vegetable hosts, both 
lomestic and wild, that the flies in- 
Cest to a limited extent. They have 
been known to infest seventy-two 
different fruits and vegetables in 
foreign countries.
